FORTIETH DAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 


FRIDAY, Jan. 23d. 
The Senate met yesterday at 11 
o’clock. 


Journal of yesterday read and ap- 
proved. 


Misecllaneous. 


On motion of Mr. Waring, Mr. 
McCauley was granted leave of ab- 
sence for six days. . 


President Brogden laid before the 
Senate certain resolutions recently 
adopted by the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the City of Wilmington, 
respectfully requesting the General 
Assembly to provide by law, so as to 
require the Public Treasurer to de- 
posit the revenue of the State in the 
different Banks of the State of un- 
questionable solvency, in ratable pro- 
portion, so far as the demands on his 
office will permit, according to the 
respective amounts of such revenue 
which are collected in the several ju- 
dicial districts in which the principal 
places of business of such Banks are 
located, &¢c., as the following letter to 
the President will show: 


CHAMBER OF COMMERCE, 
WILMINGTON, N. C., 
January 20th, 1874. 
70 Hon, C. H. Brogden, President of 
the Senate, Raleigh: 


Sir: In obedience to the request of 
the Chamber, I have the honor to in- 
close herewith, a certified copy of 
Resolutions, unanimously adopted, 
relative to the publie funds, and their 
more general distribution among the 
several banks of the State. 

The subject matter embraced in the 
Preamble and Resolutions is regarded 
as of great importance to the several 
sections of the State, and we trust 
will receive the earnest consideration 
of the Honorable Senate. : 

I have the honor to be, 
With great respect, 
Your ob’t sery’t, 
Wa. L. DE Roset, 
President. 


The President announced as the 
Senate branch of the Joint Commit- 
tee in relation to the Biennial Ses- 
rions of the General Assembly, who 
are required to consider and report 
as to whether the next General As- 
sembly will meet in ’74 or 75, Messrs. 
Norwood and Seymour. 

On motion of Mr. Cramer, Mr. 
Morehead, of Rockingham, was 
granted three days leave of absence 
from Thursday. 


Rules Suspended, 


On motion of Mr. Price, the rules 
were suspended and the bill to enable 
indigent persons to appeal to the Su- 
preme Court, (Which provides that 
persons who have civil eases in the 
Superior Court and wish to appeal 
and are prevented by poverty from 
giving the necessary bond, may, by 
an order from the presiding Judge, 
vivetheir own bonds, &e.,) was taken 
up and passed its several readings, 
engrossed and sent to the House. 

On motion of Mr. Ransom, the 
rules were suspended and the House 
bill to incorporate Fairfield Academy, 
in Hyde county, was taken up and 
passed its several readings. 

On motion of Mr. Powell, the bill 
to amend chapter 189, laws of 1870 
~71, which provides for the building 
of a Railroad from the town of Pitts- 
boro to Lockville, was taken up. 

Mr. Troy offered an amendment 
which was adopted, which bill pro- 
vides that the road shall run from 
Pittsboro to some point on the Wes- 
tern Road. 

The bili as amended passed its final 
readings. 

On motion of McCabe, his bill to 
create an additional term of the Su- 
perior Court for the county of Edge- 
combe, was called up under a suspen- 
sion of the rules and passed its read- 
ings. 

On motion of Mr. Humphreys, his 
bill to allow a per diem not to exceed 
$2.50 per day to members of County 
Finance Committees, and restricting 
the term of such service to ten days 
ina year, was taken up and passed. 

Reports of Standing Committees. 


Messrs. Allen, Merrimon, Flem- 
ming, Seymour and Price from the 
Judiciary; Troy,from Claims;Cowles, 
from Internal Improvemenls ; Mc- 
Cabe, from Enrolled Bill ; and Price, 
from Corporations, submitted reports 
from their respective Committees. 

Special Order. 

At 12 o’clock the bill entitled an 
act concerning the election of certain 
ofticers was taken up as the special 
order for that hour. ‘The bill pro- 
vides for the election of a Judge of 
the Supreme Court, two Judges of 
the Superior Court, a Superintendent 
of Public Instruction and such other 
vacancies that have occurred and 
where appointment have been made 
by the Governor, at the regular eiec- 
tion next summer. 

Mr. Waring in a lengthy and very 
elaborate argument, favored the pas- 
sage of the bill, discussing the con- 
stitutionality of the question, &c. 

Mr. Seymour replied to the remarks 
of Mr. Waring, in opposition to the 
passage of the bill, though he stated 
that a doubt existed in his mind as 
regards the intent of the meaning of 
the language of the Constitution in 
regard to the term ‘‘ next regular 
eleetion,’’ and the power of the Gov- 
ernor to appoint, &e. 

The discussion was continued by 
Messrs. Merrimon, Dunham, Flem- 
ming, Mofehead, of Guilford, and 
Norwood on the constitutionality of 
the bill, and all coneurring in the 
opinion that the bill was in due form 
and should be passed. 

Mr. Grandy rose to address the 
Senate, on the question, but gave 
way to a motion to adjourn. 


HOUSE REPRESENTATIVES. 


At 10:30 Mr. Speaker Robinson 
calied the House to order.

Moring, theSen- 
ate resolution raising a joint commit- 
tee to devise some means whereby 
the penal and benevolent institu- 
tions of the State can be more 
economically conducted, was taken 
up and adopted. 

On motion of Mr. Jf/cGehee, the 
bill to amend the act amendatory of 
the charter of the N.C. R. R. Com- 
pany, was taken up. 

Mr. Craiae moved to postpone until 
Tuesday next and print. Carried. 

Mr. Brown, of Mecklenburg, mov- 
ed that a Committee of three be ap- 
pointed to classify the bill on the eal- 
endar. Adopted. 

The bill to repeal section 16, chap- 
ter 60, laws of 1869-’70, was taken up 
and, on motion of Mr. Shackleford, 
made special order for next Thursday 
at 12 m. 

‘The resolution to reimburse those 
citizens who advanced money to de- 
fray the expenses of the State Geolo- 
gist to the exposition at Vienna, was 
taken up.

The bill for the better government 
of the town of Wadesboro, was taken 
up and passed its several readings by 
a vote of yeas 97, nays 3. 

Messrs. Brown, of JJecklenburg, 
Craige and Guyther were announced 
as the Committee on the Calendar. 

The bill to provide for the election 
of ‘Trustees of the University of North 
Carolina, was taken up on the motion 
of Mr. McGehee. The bill passed its 
several readings. 

The Senate resolution authorizing 
the Joint Committee on Penal Insti- 
tutions to send for persons and papers 
in relation to the affairs of the Peni- 
tentiary was, on motion of Mr. 
Brown, of Mecklenburg, adopted.

THE ELECTION LAw.—The follow- 
ing is the full text of the election bill 
as passed by the House on yesterday. 
We give space to it, as it is a matter 
of interest to the State at large. Itis 
very probable that the Senate will 
make few, if any, amendments to it: 

Section 1. The General Assembly of 
North Carolina do enact, That there 
shall be an election held for the fol- 
lowing officers, on the first Thursday 
of August, in the years of our Lord 
one thousand eight hundred and 
seventy-four (1874), and every two 
years thereafter, members of the Gen- 
ral Assembly, for their respective 
counties and districts; a County 
Treasurer, Register of Deeds, County 
Surveyor, five County Commission- 
ers, a Coroner and a Sheriff for their 
respective counties; and also for 
members of the House of Rrepresen- 
tatives, United States Congress, for 
their respective districts. 


Sec. 2. That there shall be an elec- 
tion held on the said first Thursday 
of August, and every four years there- 
after, for the following ethears : Soli- 
citors for their respective Judicial 
Districts, and for Clerks of the Su- 
perior Courts for their respective 
counties. 

Sec. 3. That there shall be an elec- 
tion held on the said first Thursday 
of August, and every eight years 
thereafter, for the following officers : 
six Superior Court Judges for their 
respective Judicial Districts; in and 
for the following districts, to-wit: 
the first, third, fourth, fifth, seventh 
and ninth. 

See. 4. That there shall be an elec- 
tion heid on the first Thursday of 
August, in the year of our Lord one 
thousand eight hundred and seventy- 
six (1876), and every four years there- 
after, for the following officers: Gov- 
ernor, Lieutenant Governor, Secre- 
tary of State, Auditor, ‘Treasurer, 
Superintendentof Public Instruction, 
and Attorney General. 


Sec. 5. That there shall be an elec- 
tion held on the first Thursday of 
August, in the year of our Lord one 
thousand eight hundred and seventy- 
eight (1878), and every eight years 
thereatter, for the following officers : 
five Supreme Court Judges for the 
State, and six Superior Court Judges 
in and for the following Judicial Dis- 
tricts, to-wit: second, sixth, eighth, 
tenth, eleventh and twelfth. 

Sec. 6. That whenever any vacan- 
cies shall exist in any of the above 
offices, by reason of death, resigna- 
tion or otherwise, the same shall be 
filled, by elections to be held in the 
manner and places, and under the 
same regulations and rules as is pre- 
scribed for general elections, at the 
first general election thereafter, ex- 
cept as otherwise provided in the 
Constitution. 

See. 7. That the Sheriff or other 
returning officer of every county, 
shall, within thirty days after the 
election for Supreme Court Judges, 
transmit by mail, or otherwise (sec- 
tion 24, chapter 185, Public Laws 
1871-’72), to the Governor of the 
State, a statement of the votes taken 
in his county for each of the said 
Judges, which statenmrent shall be in 
the form prescribed in sections 23 and 
24, chapter 185, acts of 1871-’72, who 
shall open and compare the same in 
the presence of the Attorney General 
and Secretary of State, and shall, as 
soon thereafter as practicable, pro- 
claim the result of the same. 


Src. 8. That the Governor shall is- 
sue to every person duly elected to 
the office of Supreme Court Judge a 
commission certifying his appoint- 
ment immediately after the result of 
the said election shall have been pro- 
elaimed.. 

Sec. 9. That the SheriffS and other 
returning officers of the counties of 
each Judicial District, shall meet on 
the third Thursday of August, at the 
following places in theseveral Judic- 
ial Districts, for the purpose of com- 

aring the polls for Superior Court 
y udges and Solicitors of the respect- 
ive districts, to-wit: 

In the first, at the Court House in 
the county of Pasquotank. 

In the second, at the Court House 
in the county of Washington. 

In the third, at the Court House in 
the county of Lenoir. 

In the fourth, at the Court House 
in the county of New Hanover. 

In the fifth, at the Court House in 
the county of Richmond. 

In the sixth, at the Court House in 
the county of Franklin. 

In the seventh, at the Court House 
in the county of Guilford. 

In the eighth, at the Court House 
in the county of Davie. 

In the ninth, at the Court House 
in the county of Lincoln. 

In the tenth, at the Court House in 
the county of Wilkes. 

In the eleventh, at the Court House 
in the county of Yancey. 

In the twefth, at the Court House 
in the county of Macon. 

Under such rules and regulations as 
are prescribed for members of Con- 
gress in their Congressional Districts 
in chapter 185, section 21, act of 
1871-72. 

See. 10. That any person duly eleec- 
ted a Superior Court Judge or Solici- 
tor in each of the said districts, upon 
obtaining a certificate of his election, 
shall procure from the Governor a 
commission certifying his appoint- 
ment, which the Governor shall is- 
sue on such certificate being pro- 
duced. 

See. 11. That the compensation to 
be allowed the returning officers for 
the comparing of the polls, as set 
forth in section 8 of this act, shall be 
the same as are allowed in chapter 
185, section 27, acts of 1871-’72, for 
comparing votes for members of Con- 
gress. 

See. 12. That all clections herein 
ordered shall be conducted in all par- 
ticulars in such manner and form, 
and under such rules and regulations 
as are prescribed in chapters 185, acts 
of 1871-’72, and 124, acts of 1871-’72, 
both of which, so far as they are not 
inconsistent with the provisions of 
this act, are hereby re-enacted. 


See. 13. That at all elections for 
Judges of the Supreme Court, Judges 
of the Superior Court, and Solicitors, 
there shall be provided a separate box 
for such Supreme Court Judges, and 
a separate one for the Superior Court 
Judges and Solicitors. 


Sec. 14. That the members of the 
General Assembly, elected under the 
provisions of the first section of this 
act, shall assemble on the third Mon- 
day of November following the date 
of their election. 

This act shall be in force from and 
after its ratification. 


THE RALEIGH COTTON WEIGHING 
IMBROGLIO.—Imbroglios seem to be 
the fashion of the times. They are 
not confined to politics and religion, 
but seem to be springing up on all 
sides where there is the slighest pros- 
pect for a clash of interest. Now we 
have one in bloom in regard to cot- 
ton weighing in this city. Wedo 
not in this mention of the matter 
propose to say a word pro or con, but 
merely, as best we can, give a clear, 
but brief statement of how the ques- 
tion stands at present. For the past 
two years the cotton weighing has 
been done by a weigher appointed by 
the City Board of Trade, which 
authority was given to the Board by 
the act of incorporation, with power 
to the weigher to appoint his deputies, 
giving afee of 15 cents a bale. During 
the operation of the above law an 
organization, Known as Grangers 
came intoexistence, and they claime 
that as they brought a large amount 
of cotton into this market they 
should have a voice in the making of 
the law in regard to its weighing, 
&c. Committees were appointed by 
both organizations and, as we under- 
stand it,a compremisé was agreed 
upon, which the present General As- 
sembly has enacted into a law. 

The law as it now stands is, in sub- 
stance, as fol lows: 

Not less than two or more than 
six weighers of cotton shall be ap- 
pointed, who shall hold the appoint- 
ment until April 1st, 1875, and annu- 
ally thereafter from the Ist of April 
to Ist of April of each year. ‘The 
Board of Trade and the Raleigh 
Grange shall jointly make the ap- 
poinment of the weighers twenty 
days preceding the lst of April of 
each year, and at any time make ap- 
nointments to fill unexpired terms. 
The Judgeof Probate is to take a justi- 
tied bond of $5,000 and eack party ap- 
pointed a weigher. In case that any 
party is dissatisfied with the deduc- 
tions on account of wet cotton, dirt 
and excess of tare, another weigher 
isto be called inand then, if an 
agreement cannot be reached. a 
third disinterested party shail be 
called, whose decision shall be final. 
Every weigher is to keep an office 
on Market Square, Salisbury, Fay- 
etteville or Hargett streets, between 
Davie and Hargett streets, or oneith- 
er Side of the cross streets runnin, 
from Wilmington to Salisbury strive s, 
not north of Hargett or south of 
Davie street, or at such other place or 
places, as the City jComunissicners 
may designate. 

On Thursday last, T. D. Martin, 
Esq., the weigher appointed by the 
Board of Trade, learning that the 
new bill had passed into a law, and 
being in doubt as to whether or not 
he could operate longer under the old 
law, suspended operations and the 
city was left without a weigher. 

This new state of affairs is not un- 
animously agreed to by the Board of 
Trade and_ dissatisfaction is ex- 
pressed, some of the members object- 
ing to a secret organization having a 
voice in the regulation of the trade of 
the city. On Thursday the Board 
held a meeting, but adjourned over 
until yesterday without taking any 
definite action. 

On yesterday afternoon the Board 
convened at 5 o’cloek. 

An opinion from Judge Battle, to 
whom the matter had been referred, 
was read, to the effect that the Board 
could not contract with Mr. Martin 
for a ldnger time than the existence 
of the law under which he was ap- 
pointed. The Board concurred in 
the opinion of Judge Battle. An 
election for a couple of weighers 
was held. Messrs. T. D. Martin and 
G. C. Upchurch were elected. Mr: 
Martin declined to accept, and Mr. J. 
D. Primrose was elected in his stead. 

We hear that the Board of City 
Commissioners will take a hand in 
this matter, and assert their right be- 
fore the courts to regulate the whole 
business themselves. We do not now 
propose to say who is right or who is 
wrong, but are content with making 
this, as we believe, fair and unbiased 
statement of the matter. 


DEATH OF GENERAL PATTERSON. 
—Gen. Samuel F, Patterson, of Cald- 
well county, died on the 20th at his 
home in that county. One by one 
those men who, in the better days of 
our State, directed affairs pass away, 
and the State is deprived of their 
matured wisdom. uffin, Worth, 
Bragg and Edwards haye gone before 
and now Patterson follows. 

Gen. Patterson was by birth a Vir- 
ginian, but at an early age removed 
to North Carolina, and began mer- 
chandizing in Wilkesboro, He first 
entered public life as a clerk in the 
General Assembly. He was then 
elected State Treasurer and after- 
wards President of the Raleigh and 
Gaston Railroad. He more than 
once represented his District and 
county in the General Assembly,and 
was faithfuland trueinall. General 
Patterson was greatly beloved by a 
large circle of friends and neighbors; 
= to them his loss will be irrepara- 


ARMS FOR MILITARY ScHooL.— 
The bili authorizing the Adjutant 


General, under the direction of the, 


Governor, to provide and _ issue 
breech-loading fire arms to Superin- 
tendents of Military Schools in the 
State, for the use thereof, passed its 
third reading in the House on yester- 
day. The bill provides for the ex- 
change of the present muzzfe loaders, 
now on hand, for that purpose ; and 
the guns will be issued to said schools 
upon application and the filing of 
bonds for their safe keeping and 
prompt return to the State when 
called for by the State, as is now re- 
quired in the issue of arms to volun- 
teer military companies.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


The appointment of Mr. Waite as 
Chief Justice is said to be received 
with great favor in the West.

Saturday morning last. 


Says the Milwaukee Sentinel: 


South Carolina, which has been 
ground into the deeps of carpet-bag 
robbery, is beginning toseea promise 
of relief. A new party is in a fair 
way of organization. It is like the 
Western movements, intended to 
combineall theindependent elements 
and wipe out the robbers. 

Allis now quiet at Austin, Texas. 
The lawful government is getting in- 
to working order, and the Legisla- 
ture will speedily elect an United 
States Senator. The State Journal 
has suspended; Ex-Governor Davis 
appears no more on the scene, and in 
all probability Texas now takes its 
place with Virginia and Georgia, as 
redeemed from rulers alien from and 
repugnant to her people. 


The State Legislatures now or soon 
to be in session are twenty-two, viz:

Three Terri- 
torial Legislatures are alsoin session, 
viz: Colorada, Montana and Utah.—

Iv is refreshing to know that the 
President’s last appointee for Chief 
Justice has such character for integ- 
rity and legal learning as to com- 
mand the emphatie endorsement of 
Senator THURMAN and the unani- 
imous vote of the Senate. Mr. 
TIURMAN is reported as having 
strenuously advocated his confirma- 
tion in executive session, and as they 
are citizens of the same State, he 
must have known hima fit man for 
the high office. 


Titk United States House of Rep- 
resentatives, or rather the Republi- 
can majority therein, have recently 
committed a gross outrage upon the 
Democratic minority. Therule reads 
thus: ‘All motions to suspend the 
rules, except where the rules may be 
suspended by a majority vote, shall, 
before being submitted to the House, 
be seconded by a majority, as in the 
case of the previous question.”” The 
intention of the rule is to deprive the 
minority of the only power they have 
in the House. Under the rules, as 
they now stand, on Monday and dur- 
ing the last ten days of a session the 
minority could secure the yeas and 
nays if the demand therefor were 
seconded by one fifth of the mem- 
bers, 

The new rule abolishes this | 
power and is, therefore, a powerful 
instrument for oppression. The ma- 
jority have always the power to put 
the minority upon record, but the 
minority are powerless, on any occa- 
sion, to so treat the majority. The 
adoption of the rule was stubbornly 
resisted by the Democratic members 
of the House, aided by Mr. Dawes 
aud some twenty-five other Republi- 
cans. BUTLER, of course, and May-. 


NARD Were its advocates and it was 
passed. 


OuR esteemed cotemporary, the 


Charlotte Observer, in its issue of | 


Thursday, devotes a column to the 
discussion of the State debt. The 
position of the Observer upon the 
Special Tax Bond question is that 
held by the press and people of the 


State, to-wit: That there is no moral | 


obligation which demands their re- 
cognition and payment at our hands. 
The old debt, acknowledged to be 
valid by all,ought to be compromised, 
as to amount, at the figures named in 
the bill reported by the Joint Select 
Committee on the subject. The Ob- 
server says that most of the individual 
debts made before the war and unpaid 
at its close have been compromised 
upon terms not more favorable to the 
cereditor,and that asa State is only an 
aggregation of individuals, the same 
ruJe should apply in-the adjustment 
of her indebtedness. ‘While sup- 
porting with the ‘* Worth bill” in 
these provisions, the Observer agrees 
with Senator NORWOOD in the propo- 


sitions that it would be ‘‘a fatal error 
to allow bondholders to receive sep- 
arately new bonds in exchange,’’and 
that the people are ‘unable at present 
to pay any part of the public debt.” 

The amendment offered by the 
Senator from Guilford removes in 
part the objection of our contempo- 
rary, but it still holds to the opinion 
that it is better to levy no tax now to 
meet the interest on our debt, even if 
compromised as proposed. 

The amendment of the Senator 
from Guilford was timely and Wise. 
By its provisions interest is to be paid 
upon such bonds only as have been 
exchanged prior to the first day of 
Aprilin each year. Itis not proba- 
ble that all the bonds sought to be 
compromised will be exchanged at 
once, and the practical result will be 
to reduce the amount of interest paid 
in the first few years after the begin- 
ning of the exchange. The increase 
of taxation will be small at first and 
grow only with the increase in the 
tax-paying ability of the people. 


THE statement made by Senator 
MERRIMON in the colloquy between 
himself and Mr. EpmMuNbs during 
the debate on Wednesday, relative to 
the treatment of Northern ‘‘people”’ 
who come South to settle, were in 
each and every particular true. The 
life of an¥ decent, respectable man 
who comes to the South seeking a 
home and settlement, is as safe as 
that of the most respectable of our 
own citizens. There is no hostility 
felt or manifested towards any man 
who comes here with an honest pur- 
pose of seeking a livelihood by toil or 


the investment of his capital. The 
contrary is not the truth. Northern 


men, or men from any quarter of the 
globe coming with such intentions, 
are welcome. We want labor; we 
want eapital, and every inducement 
possible to our circumstances, is 
offered to induce theircoming. Many 
such as those spoken of have come, 
and we have yet to learn of an inci- 
vility, indignity or outrage done 
them. They are members of our so- 
ciety, and are entitled to and receive 
the fullest protection of the law, and 
this too, without regard to the politi- 
eal faith they hold. , 

There is a class, we frankly admit, 
that meet no welcome when they 
come. These are the men who come 
South for political purposes only ; 
who know nothing of the sentiments 
or necessities of our people and care 
nothing for them ; men who proclaim 
that politics are a trade, act upon 
that solution of political ethics, 
seek office by inflammatory appeals 
to the prejudices of our colored 
population, and use it, when secured, 
to plander our people of their earn- 
ings and outrage their feelings. 
These men are unwelcome. We 
want nothing to dowith them. They 
add nothing to our society and contri- 
bute in no way to the welfare of our 
commonwealth. They have wrought 
harm, and harm only, wherever they 
have been. They have burdened our 
States with debt without equivalent 
benefit, have destroyed their credit, 
and, so far as possible, the reputation 
of our people as well. Let them re- 
main athome. We neither need nor 
want them. 


The Inflationists in the U. S. 
Senate—A Handsome Compli- 
ment to a Southern Man. 
The proceedings in the U. 8S. Sen- 

ate on Tuesday was interesting by 
reason of their suggestiveness. The 
advocates for inflation from the west 
were warinly met by the South, in 
the championship of Gen. GoRDON, 
of Georgia, who, with native elo- 
quence, appealed for legislative aid in 
behalf of agricultural interest. 

The correspondent of the New 
York Herald thus graphically des- 
eribes the scene, and pays a most 
handsome compliment to General 
GORDON : 

‘‘As the discussion of this financial 
question has touched no party lines, 
of course those in favor of inflation 
as Well as their opponents, each anx- 
ious to have a majority, were casting 
about for such casual reserves as each 
might be able to bring to their own 
standard, aud yesterday the west, 
with fearless shout, hanging its ban- 
ners on the outer walls, set forth un- 
restrained the congenial elements, 
and as the South flocked under the 
leadership of Gordon the cry was, 
“Still they come!”’ in favor.of infla- 
tion. The hard moneyed men looked 
to their laurels, but the influence 
of Morton was at work to check 
them; and now, while it has 
appeared heretofore that the Senate 
was for tne specie resumption or 
contraction policy, it may now be 
safely said that the honors are equal- 
ly divided and that the views of the 
House will finally prevail in favor of 
issulng more currency. At all events 
to-day the climax was reached, and, 
departing from the cautious general- 
ship of Morton, the contending forces 
from the West have clearly drawn 
their lines, abandoned their eover 
and ambush and stand out boldly and 
defiantly in  battle’s magnificently 
stern array. It was refreshin zg to be- 
hold Gordon, of Georgia, to-day, 
when he arose on the financial ques- 
tion, Gifted with native elo- 
quence and a confidence in the mas- 


_ tery of his subject, eschewing manu- 


‘Script, he gallantly grappled difticul- 
ties of his theme. 
late Major General in the Confede- 
rate army, and present at the surren- 
der of Appomatox, is a fine, soldierly 
appearing man, of erect mein and 
bristling with intelligence. He spoke 
scholarly and arguimentatively,and at 
times reached somewhat the ideal of 
the grand advocate of his stricken 
and impoverished section. While 
some doubts had arisen of his recon- 
structedness, he gave expression to 
such national loyalty and deed feel- 
ing for the honor and dignity 
ot the whole country as would war- 
rant the opinion that the stern school 
in which he had served during the 
rebellion brought him out only the 


purer for it, like refined gold. He 


tempered the discussion with such

have said it was not a case of “hard 


eash,’”’ but sympathetic fealty. In 
the course of Gordon’s arguments, 
which was very good and masterly 
in figurative allusions, he drew a 
painful yet practical view of the 
resent Condition of the South. It 

ad become unprofitable to plant cot- 
ton, and during the coming year not 
more than one-third of a_ crop 
would be planted. The South was 
suftering for banking facilities and 
currency. He ably reviewed the 
case as presented by those who pre- 
ceded him, and said the panic was 

roduced by the rigidity, non-elastic- 
ity and insufficiency of the currency, 
the system of which had made us a 
nation of speculators and gamblers. 
He endorsed the views of Logan and 
Morton, showing what the ill effects 
of a return to specie payment would 
be ang what the benefits of issuing 
more currency, which would largely 
flow to the South and relieve it from 
the heavy interest, amounting to 
twenty-five per’ cent. which it has to 
piy to borrow money. He scouted 
the idea of specie being a preventive 
against panics,and instanced the cases 
of England and France in the past. 
He referred to what England had 
done through inflation in the culti- 
vation of cotton in her Eastern colo - 
nies. He closed with a fine perora- 
tion, saying that it was time the ag- 
ricultural interests of the South 
should receive special consideration 
in the legislation of the country. 
Concentrated capital was hammering 
ut the doors of both wings of the Cap- 
itol for a hard money system ; but he, 
speaking for the South, was tor more 
money with an elasticity, converti- 
ble and incontrovertible, and hoped 
the day would soon come when we 
should issue such a currency, found- 
ed on the credit of the whole country. 
In conclusion he said that the jday 
the government issues such a curren- 
cy in dollars, not promises to pay, 
that day we would have another In- 
dependence Day in enjoying an inde- 
pendence from our own and foreign 
speculators in gold. Theeftort was a 
very fine one on the whole, and sig- 
nificant in the extreme as showing 
overtiy that the South joins hands 
with the West and that the Granger 
influence is quietly but steadily as- 
serting its strength and may be said 
to hold the balance of power.

From his report, and that of Prof. Wilson, it is evidently a TRUE GUANO, both in 
origin and composition, and its action on crops may be expected to be the same in kind 
and in degree proportioned to its relative per centage of the valuable ingredients—Phos- 
phorie Acid, Ammonia and Potash, that of the first being unusually high.
